The odds were against it, but 
an enrollment explosion is tak¬ 
ing place at Wallace Community 
College, Dothan. 

The fall enrollment is nearly 
3,500 students, a whopping in¬ 
crease over last year. The 
academic division alone is up 
more f han nine percent, while 
the technical division shows a 


four percent increase. 

Statistics from the National 
Center for Education has pro¬ 
jected a 7.7 percent increase in 
enrollment for two-year colleges 
between -1978 and 1988 in the 
United States. These same 


figures showed two-year institu¬ 


tions projected to be the only 
educational facilities which 
could expect any enrollment in¬ 
crease at all during the decade. 

New classroom facilities and 
remodeling and modernization 
of existing classroom and lab 
areas are being completed to 
meet the demands of increased 
stuoents. In addition, Dr. 
Nathan L. Hodges, President, 
has announced plans to con¬ 
struct a new building to house 
high technology classrooms 
and labs as well as the college’s 
computer equipment. Contracts 
are expected to be awarded and 
work begin within a few months.

Carr Retires As Night Director 


One of the biggest men in 
two-year college education in 
Alabama retired this summer. 
John Carr, Wallace State Com¬ 
munity College in Dothan’s Ex¬ 
tended Day Director, is not only 
a physical giant, but has a 
gigantic heart and spirit to 
match. 

A “fixture” at the Southeast 
Alabama institution, Mr. Carr 
was one of a handful of instruc¬ 
tors hired when the junior col¬ 
lege portion of the institution 
was constructed in 1965. 

Mr. Carr held a number of 
jobs, from biology, sociology 
and physical education instruc¬ 
tor to Chairman of the Physical 
Education Department and 
Director of Financial Aid, 
Maintenance and Security at 
Wallace. 

His extensive background in 


education includes serving as 
principal for several schools, 
coach at other schools and 
classroom teacher. 

A graduate of Abbeville High 
School, Carr accepted a football 
scholarship to Chillicothe 
Business College in Missouri. 
Once there, he says laughingly, 
he was also expected to play 
basketball and participate in 
track events. 

Track meets were not com¬ 
mon occurrences in rural South 
Alabama in those days. He add¬ 
ed, “I was in the first track meet 
I ever saw.” 

He interrupted his college 
career to serve in World War II 
but returned to the University of 
Chattanooga for his B.S. degree, 
followed by receiving his 
master’s degree from the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern Mississippi. 


“It’s all been fun,” he says of 
his long career in education. 
“There have been lots of ups 
and downs. I have especially en¬ 
joyed my association with 
young people. I have people 
come up to me on the street now 
and tell me what I have meant to 
them and the community. That 
makes it all worthwhile.”

The Executive Committee of the 
Alabama Junior and Community College 
Association met at 10:30 a.m. in the 
meeting room of the Prattville Holiday 

Inn.

Informal introductions of those atten¬ 
ding were made as each arrived. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Gene Brannon, who distributed copies 
of the AJCCA list of officers for 1983-84. 

Dr. Joanne Jordan handed out copies 
of the minutes from the 1983 annual con¬ 
vention and noted that the following cor¬ 
rection should be made: that Paragraph 
4, Page 1 be changed to read Article VIII, 
Sec. 1 instead of Article VII, Sec. 1. 

Discussion followed regarding a 
resolution, drafted by Larry Ryiand, that 
was adopted by the membership at last 
year’s annual convention. At the March 
executive Committee meeting, Mr. Bran¬ 
non had been asked to draw up a resolu¬ 
tion regarding the state insurance plan. 
Although Mr. Brannon’s resolution was 
scheduled to be brought before the an¬ 
nual convention, Mr. Ryiand approached 
Dr. Jordan just prior to the beginning of 
the business meeting about presenting 
his resolution. Subsequent to discus¬ 
sion of Mr. Ryland’s resolution, the com¬ 
mittee agreed that the resolution needs 
to be rewritten. Since no action has 
been taken on the resolution since its 
passage at the convention, it was decid¬ 
ed that Mr. Brannon would draft a letter 
to all members of the legislature. 

In the absence of the treasurer, Dr. 
Joanne Jordan reported that expenses 
from the 1983 convention amounting to 
$7,000 or $8,000 have not been paid. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Jordan, AJCCA appears to 
be in good financial shape and will pro¬ 
bably break even on the 1983 conven¬ 
tion. 


After receiving a letter from an AJCCA 
member regarding election procedures, 
Mr. Brannon recommended that a review 
be made of the method for conducting 
elections. After a comment by Dr. Jor¬ 
dan that such a review might entai! a 
revision of the constitution, Mr. Brannon 
appointed her to chair a committee to 
review the constitution. Dr. Jordan will 
select three representatives from dif¬ 
ferent sections of the state to serve on 
her committee. 

Members of the committee com¬ 
mented on the success of the 1983 con¬ 
vention, and Dr. Jordan thanked ail o f 
those who helped. 

Concerning a meeting site for 1984, 
Mr. Brannon reported that the Hilton in 
Birmingham is unavailable on the dates 
scheduled for the convention. In order 
to return to Birmingham in 1984, it would 
be necessary to book the Hyatt Regency 
and the Civic Center to reserve the pro¬ 
gram, scheduling interest groups on 
Thursday with the general session and 
business meeting on Friday. A motion 
was made by Dr. Alice Villadsen that 
AJCCA go back to Birmingham in 1984 
and make the changes necessary to do 
this. Following a second by Mr. Jim 
King, the motion was approved. Dr. 
Villadsen suggested that the committee 
give consideration to booking the con¬ 
vention two years in advance and to the 
possibility of alternating cities. 

The committee agreed to table until 
the fall making a decision on the tneme 
for the 1984 convention. 

Mr. Brannon asked for and received 
several good suggestions for keynote 
speakers, to be followed up before the 
next meeting. It was further suggested 
that consideration might be given to hav¬ 
ing a major speaker each day. 

After being asked to make sugges¬ 
tions regarding special interest groups 
that need to be added, the committee 
decided that there are none at this time. 

During a discussion of special ac¬ 
tivities for the annual conference, Mr. 
Brannon suggested developing some 
type of student art competition with 
each school being represented. Upon 
the recommendation of Dr. Villadsen, 
Mr. Brannon appointed Helen Austin to 
chair a committee charged with the 
responsibility of looking into ail 
possibilities and setting up guidelines 
for art competition. Other suggestions 
for special activities included a faculty 
art show, a faculty scholar’s bowl, a run, 
and a dance along with the reception. 

Regarding inviting technical college 
personnel to join AJCCA, it was the con¬ 
sensus of the group that the best ap¬ 
proach to this might be to work with the 
community college presidents in setting 
up interest groups for technical person¬ 
nel from the community colleges. 

Mr. Brannon reported that the AJCCA 
brochure is not, at this time, ready for 
publication. 

Since the AJCCA constitution caiis 
for a legislative affairs committee, Mr. 
Brannon will appoint such a committee 
in the fall after obtaining the names of 


prospective committee members from 
the different schools. 

Several suggestions were made regar¬ 
ding the newsletter. Although the cur¬ 
rent practice for handling the newsletter 
is good, Mr. Brannon suggested that a 
summer edition be published; Dr. John 
Johnson suggested themes for each 
newsletter; Mr. King suggested that 
newsletters include research conducted 
by AJCCA members. 

In an effort to determine methods for 
advertising junior and community col¬ 
leges, Dr. Johnson mentioned the fact 
that the association might sponsor 
some type of outstanding program 
award since it is not as difficult to get 
recognition for programs as it is for in¬ 
dividual accomplishments.
